Slavery in Pennsylvania. —On our first page will be 
found the Majority and Minority Reports of the Judiciary 
Committee of the Pennsylvania Legislature upon the 
right of slaveholders to carry their slaves over the terri¬ 
tory of that State. The majority of the Committee, 
anxions to conciliate Southern support for their leader, 
Buchanan, assert the doctrine so strongly hinted at by 
Judge Kane in the Wheeler case, viz : that slaveholders 
have a right, under the United States Constitution, to 
carry their slaves with them through the State. They 
affect to regard this right as so clear already that no legis¬ 
lation on the subject is necessary. In this case they pre¬ 
fer to let “ I dare not ” wait upon “ I would,” and to 
meet the demands of the South by an expression of opi- 
having no legal force whatever. The minority of| 
the Committee, by an array of authority before which the 
ipse dixit of their colleagues becomes utterly contemptible, 
show conclusively that the right thus assumed has no 
legal foundation whatever, but is contrary alike to the 
Common Law, the Constitution, and the decision of the 
judicial tribunals. 

We see that, on the 24th ult., in the Pennsylvania 
House of Representatives, a resolution directing theJudi- 
cial Committee to inquire if further legislation was not 
necessary to protect the personal liberties of citizens from 
the arbitrary proceedings of Judges of the United States, 
exercising jurisdiction in the State, was rejected 64 to 31. 


Pecksnifflan Advocates of Peace.— We criticised last 
week certain expressions which recently fell from the lips 
of Henry Ward Beecher, in relation to the forcible resist- 
of the Free State party in Kansas to the designs of 
the Atchison ruffians. Believing such resistance, under 
any circumstances, contrary to the spirit of Christianity, 
we could not withhold an expression of our regret that it 
d find an advocate in a man whom we so highly 
esteem. We notice that the New York Observer and the 
Christian Intelligencer —two unscrupulous pro-slavery sheets 
—glad of an opportunity to assail Mr. Beecher, affect to 
be piously shocked by his language. This is simply dis¬ 
gusting. Both those papers agree exactly with Mr. 
Beecher as to the rightfulness of war, and differ from him 
only in the fact that their sympathies go rather with 
Atchison and his gang than with the Free State party. 
Mr. Beecher would fight for liberty; they, not daring 
openly to countenance Stringfellow and his minions, 
affect a pious neutrality and pretend to be shocke'd by 
language implying the rightfulness of war 1 If anything 
could make us ashamed of our peace principles, it would 
be to see them thus used as a cloak for the hypocrisy and 
malevolence of journals like the Observer and Intelligencer, 
which lose no opportunity to give a champion of freedom 
stab. Mr. Beecher will not, we trust, confound our 
earnest and heartfelt protest against his war views—a 
protest founded upon long conviction and consistent 
practice — with the Pecksniffian reproaches of those

The Slave Mother. —Last week a slave mother in Cin¬ 
cinnati, who had escaped from Kentucky with her four 
children, cut their throats to prevent them from being 
taken back into slavery. The act of Virginius in doing 
the same thing to his daughter, to prevent her falling into 
the hands of the man who claimed her as his slave, has 
been held up to the admiration of the world by poets and 
artists during two thousand years, and perhaps, the hero¬ 
ism of the poor slave woman in Cincinnati will be remem¬ 
bered in a similar manner two thousand years hence. 

Apropos of slave mothers, we saw last week a dark 
complexioned lady with two very bright looking yellow 
girls—her daughters—of the ages of seventeen and nine¬ 
teen, who had just made their escape from a slave pen in 
Maryland, and were on their road to Canada, where, we 
presume, they are now safe and at liberty. The three 
would readily have sold for a thousand dollars a piece in 
Richmond or New Orleans. The fact of their making 
their escape at this season of the year is pretty good 
dence of their smartness.

establish the Territory of Oregon. The vote stood 57 to 
33. This was a matter of course. The vote was a party 
one, the majority being Democrats. 

There is no need of repealing the Kansas-Nebraska Act, 
if the people of the North will do their duty. Let them 
send colonists, capable of defending themselves, to Kansas, 
and the Douglas perfidy will prove to be one of the best 
things that has happened to onr cause for many a year. 

It is announced that a new invasion of Kansas is pro¬ 
jected by tbe slaveholders for the coming Spring. Atchi- 1 
is summoning the people of the South generally, ' 
le to his aid, and the prospect is that a sufficient nu 
ber will respond to his appeal to make a very formidable 
army of invasion. How are they to be met ? By moral 
suasion ? Ward Beecher seems to think that moral suasion 
would be of about as much avail with a herd of buffaloes 
with these Bashan bulls of Missouri. Mr. Beecher has 
ire faith in Sharp’s rifles in such an emergency; and I 
must confess to a coincidence with him in opinion.

Virginia and Pennsylvania. —The reader is referred to 
the Pro-Slavery Department for information as to certain 
proceedings in the Legislature of Virginia in relation to 
a slave-catching affair which occurred some time since in 
Blair County, Pa.
